Agricultural Appropriation Bill Passed 


w ith Few Amendments—The Mar- 
quette Statue Controversy—World’s 
Fair Medals Ready for Distribution 
at Last—Capital City Gossip. 


Washington, March 4.—The 
senate 
gave most of the session Tuesday to 
the agricultural appropriation bill and, 
passed that measure, carrying $3,262,- 
900, without material amendment. Late 
in the day word came from the house 
that the error concerning the Cuban 
resolutions had been corrected. In its 
corrected form the house resolution is 
an amendment to that passed by the 
senate. As thus reported back the sub­ 
ject was referred to the committee on 
foreign relations, Mr. Sherman stating 
that the committee would consider the 
question at the meeting today. 
Mr. Allen asked immediate considera­ 
tion of a resolution declaring that all 
United States bonds are redeemable in 
both gold and silver, but objection was 
made and the resolution went over. 
Mr. Chandler of the committee on 
privileges and elections presented the 
majority report of that committee, pro­ 
viding for an investigation of the Ala­ 
bama elections by a select committee. 
Mr. Gray of the same committee gave 
notice of a minority report.

L ake M ichigan to th e W abash. 
Washington, March 4.—Senator Tur- 
pie introduced a joint resolution Tues­ 
day providing for the appointment of 
a commission under the direction of 
the secretary of war to make a pre 
liminary survey for a ship canal from 
Lake Michigan to the Wabash river. 
He said, in presenting the resolution, 
that the proposed canal would afford a 
cheap and direct route between 
the 
great lakes and the Gulf of Mexico, 
and in case of foreign war a line for 
the transportation of munitions of war 
which would be safe from outside at­ 
tack. 


To D istrib u te W orld’s F air M edals. 
Washington, March 
4.—The joint 
resolution which was prepared at the 
request of the board of control of the 
World’s Columbian commission during 
its recent session here, providing for 
an appropriation of $15,000 to enable 
the secretary of the treasury to dis­ 
tribute the world’s fair medals 
and 
diplomas,' passed the senate by unani­ 
mous consent, and an effort will be 
made to rush it through the house, so 
that the awards, already long delayed, 
may be delivered to the prize winners. 


ROME IN AN UPROAR 
OVER THE DEFEAT 


ITALIAN TROOPS BEATEN BY 
ABYSSINIANS. 


L inton T h in k s W isconsin 
M ay 
m ove It fro m th e C apitol. 
Washington, March 4. — Although 
much pressure is being brought to bear 
on members of congress to induce them 
to have the Wisconsin statue of Pere 
Marquette taken from Statuary hall, it 
is unlikely that any action of the sort 
will be taken. Mr. Linton (Mich.), the 
member who introduced resolutions for 
the removal of the statue, is not dis­ 
posed to push his protest at present 
He said that he believed the members 
of the legislature of Wisconsin would 
conclude that the statue was out of 
place, and at its next session pass an 
net to withdraw it, and possibly sub­ 
stitute another statue in its place. He 
also said he was certain that the agita­ 
tion of the m atter had the effect of pre­ 
venting the fulfillment of the plans for 
ceremonies and speech-making. A pe­ 
tition has been received by the senators 
and members from Maine, signed by 
the state officers of the A. P. A., protest­ 
ing in warm terms against the accept­ 
ance of the statue and asking them to 
make an effort to have it removed. Sim­ 
ilar protests are being received by other 
members. 
Senator John L. Mitchell of Wiscon­ 
sin said: “I don’t know what the state 
of Wisconsin will do. But that statue 
is entitled to its place in Statuary hall. 
It has a peculiar status, however. It is 
still the property of Wisconsin, when it 
ought, by right, to be formally accepted 
by the government. The usual formal­ 
ities of accepting it ought not to be 
omitted merely tp satisfy 
a 
lot 
of 
cranks. As soon as the excitement set­ 
tles down, a resolution will be intro­ 
duced formally accepting the statue. I 
am walling Congressman 
inton should 
have a shy at this subject with his reso­ 
lution first. 
I understand he wrants to 
bring it up in the house at the first op 
•portunity, ordering the removal of the 
statue.” 


M ilitary S tation a t Du* M oines. 
W ashington, March 4.—The military 
affairs committee of the house has re­ 
ported favorably the bill of Mr. Hull 
for the establishment of a military sta­ 
tion at Des Moines, Iowa. The bill ap­ 
propriates $50,000 for preliminary ex­ 
penses, but is conditioned upon the do­ 
nation of a site by the city of Des 
Moines.

St. Louis, Mo., March 4.—Gov. Wil­ 
liam J. Stone has sent out a letter to 
the silver democrats of Missouri in 
which he defies 
the 
“sound-money” 
men of the state. 
He says, 
among 
other things: 
“In this fight I shall fa­ 
vor the Sedalia convention sending a 
solid free-silver delegation to Chicago. 
shall favor the selection of two dele­ 
gates from each congressional district, 
as has been done heretofore, as a mat­ 
ter of geographical distribution, but I 
shall stand with those who will insist 
on every delegate being a pronounced 
advocate of free silver coinage. 
The 
delegates to Chicago will represent the 
Missouri democracy. They go there to 
oice the sentiment of this state. 
They 
do not go to voice simply the sentiment 
of 
a 
district. 
If a district caucus 
recommends men out of harmony and 
sympathy with the party sentiment in 
the state I not only regard it as the 
right but the duty of the convention to 
select others in their stead. 
‘Why do gold-standard men want to 
go as delegates? 
Is it to promote the 
cause of silver coinage or to obstruct it? 
The question answers itself. The Mis­ 
souri democracy has taken its position 
on this coinage question. 
We must 
press resolutely forward if we mean to 
achieve practical results. 
A step back­ 
ward is to invite, if not to insure defeat. 
If the gold men are in control at Chi­ 
cago, they will adopt a gold platform 
and 
indorse 
Mr. Cleveland’s policy. 
This is as certain as fate. 
I am in fa­ 
vor of preventing that if possible, but 
it cannot be 
prevented 
by 
sending 
Cleveland men to represent silver con­ 
stituencies in the convention.”' 
He 
ends with an appeal to the silver men 
to organize at once.

W ashington, March 4.—Some days 
ago Mr. Newlands of Nevada 
intro 
duced in the house a resolution 
in­ 
structing the ways and means commit 
tee to inquire into the effect of the dif­ 
ference of exchange between gold and 
silver standard countries on American 
manufactures. 
There is a disposition 
to make the investigation, but it will 
probably be on the basis of a resolution 
offered by Mr. Tawney (rep., Minn.) 
Tuesday. 
His resolution is substan­ 
tially in the words of 
a 
resolution 
adopted recently at Chicago by 
the 
-American Manufacturers’ association. 
It is as follows: 
“Resolved, That the 
committee on ways and means inquire 
respecting the alleged invasion of our 
m arkets and the menace offered 
to 
American manufacturing industry by 
th e products of cheap oriental labor, 
;and to determine what is the cause of 
this menace, and what means should 
be adopted to avert the threatened in­ 
ju ry to domestic producers.” 


Arkannas R ep u b lica n s W an t M cK inley. 
Little Rock, Ark., March 4.—Three 
hundred republicans assembled Tues­ 
day to select delegates to vote for their 
‘choice in the national convention, and 
every mention of protection or the name 
of William McKinley, Jr., brought forth 
applause. The name of no other presi­ 
dential candidate was even mentioned 
in the convention. 
On the currency 
question the resolutions reported were 
as follows: “We favor true bimetallism 
with such restrictions and under suc^i 
provisions tc be determined by legis­ 
lation as will secure the maintenance 
of the parity of values of the two met­ 
als so that the purchasing and debt- 
paying powder of the dollar, whether of 
silver, gold or paper, shall be at r*ll 
times equal.” The resolutions strongly 
favor the policy of protection. 


Three Thousand of 
King Humbert’s 
Soldiers Reported To Have Been 
Killed in the Battle—Government 
May Resign To Quell the Popular 
Clamor—Germany Is Interested. 


Rome, March 4.—It is impossible to 
exaggerate the consternation which the 
news of the Italian defeat in Abyssinia 
has caused in all circles in this city. 
The newspapers dd not even seek to 
minimize the disaster in the slightest 
degree. 
The whole of the garrison of 
the city is confined within the barracks 
for fear of disorder. 
Even the semi­ 
official newspapers dwell without dis­ 
guise upon the serious feature of the 
situation. 
The semi-official journals assert that 
Gen. Baratieri’s loss was over sixty 
guns. 
They accuse Gen. Baratieri of 
incapacity and want of foresight and 
they demand the adoption of measures 
wmrthy of the nation. The government 
has decided to mobilize the reserves of 
the class of 1872, numbering 80,000. 
A rumor spread through the city that 
Gen. Baratieri, when he became aware 
of the full extent of the disaster, wrote 
a letter to his successor, Gen. Badis- 
sera, and then committed suicide by 
shooting himself through the heart with 
a revolver. 
At the ministry of war, 
however, the rumor was discredited. 
As the day wore on, and the very 
worst news of the Italian defeat was 
confirmed, the feeling of despair which 
first seized upon the inhabitants gave 
way to one of the greatest excitement 
and rage 
against the government. 
Bands of young men began parading 
the 
streets, 
shouting 
“Down 
with 
Crispi,” but they were promptly dis­ 
persed by the police. 
These demonstrations, however, at­ 
tracted still larger crowds of people 
to the streets, and for a time serious 
trouble was anticipated. All the troops 
at the different barracks throughout the 
city were placed under arms, and pa­ 
trols of mounted gendarmes were or­ 
dered to the leading thoroughfares. 
King Humbert hah a long interview 
with the president of the senate. 
Ac­ 
cording to the Italie King Humbert in­ 
sists that Premier Crispi shall present 
himself in the chamber and shall ask 
for a vote by which the government 
shall be guided In its future decisions. 
The cabinet will meet again to-day, and 
It is not believed that it will resign. 
The marquis di Rudini presided at a 
meeting of the opposite leaders. 
The 
opinion prevailed that every demand 
made by the government for the relief 
of Abyssinia should be granted, but not 
to the present government. 
Owing to the sad news of the Italian:

nation has been postponed.

The latest news reports are to the ef­ 
fect that Gen. Arimondi, who command­

and that Gen. Elena, who commanded 
the reserve, w*as slightly wounded. 
It is reported here that Gen. Bara-* 
tieri was wounded during the engage­ 
ment. 
According to fie correspond 
ent in Africa of the Popolo Romano 
half of the Italian artillery and all th« 
ammunition and provisions were lost 
Other advices report that 3,000 of the 
Italian soldiers engaged in the battle 
were killed, and that; among them are 
Gens. A lbertite and Darbormida, who 
commanded two of tills three columns. 
The number of wounded is not 
yet 
stated. 
The Shoana are said to have 
been well armed witlb modern rifles and 
cannon, and the entire force opposed 
to the Italians is estimated to ha re been 
over 60,00(1 men. 


Eight Steamshipo Accepted From the 
marquis of Tomilla9 To Be Armed 
and Placed in the Navy—Presi­ 
dent Cleveland’s 
Position Is De­ 
fined. 


Madrid, Match 4.—The marquis of 
Tomillas has had a long conference 
with Admiral Beranger, the minister 
of marine, at which he offered the gov­ 
ernment all the steamers and coal de­ 
pots of the Transatlantic company. The 
minister of marine accepted this offer, 
which w’ill be debated at the cabinet 
council to be held today. 
Eight of 
these steamers will be forthwith armed 
and placed under the command of naval 
officers. 
All Spaniards who have been acting 
as consuls of the United States have re­ 
signed. The correspondent of the Im- 
parcial at Havana cables that little 
importance is attached there to 
the 
Cuban resolutions of the United States 
congress. Capt.-Gen. Weyler has cabled 
to the government saying that he does 
not at present need the re-enforoements 
of 25,00(1 men which have been offered 
him by the government. 
The students of Madrid university 
came to a decision to renew their anti- 
American demonstration yesterday. The 
rector of the university, learning of this 
determination, had fifty of the stu­ 
dents arrested. The result was that the 
good Orde:i of the city was not disturbed.

It is understood that, judged by these 
tests, the administration does nr# think 
the present stage of affairs in Cuba jus­ 
tifies any change in the attitud e of the 
government. Its function is to aet and 
not to express feeling. The on\J action 
now proper is to continue to mid re­ 
sponsible for injuries to American citi­ 
zens tire only government which, so far 
as apj^ars, has and maintains aithority 
n Cuba, until some other government 
succeeds, at least tem porarily in sup­ 
planting it.

• I l ave boe;; having a good deal of 
trouble lately with the birds on my 
goose ranch.” said Col. Stitt-Floyd of 
Wharton, Tex., to a Washington Star 
reporter. 
"I had an order for 1.000 dozen goose 
eggs, and my troubles all arose in try­ 
ing to fill that order. 
It is the first 
time I ever attempted to market any 
eggs, always heretofore relying on the 
sale of feathers and live birds for my 
profit. 
“This is the laying and hatching sea­ 
son with us and I thought I would have 
no trouble to get eggs enough to fill the 
order. 
Now. a hen, you know, will let 
you rob her nest right along, just so 
you leave one egg. 
It is supposed that 
a hen has no idea whatever of numbers. 
But this is not true of Madam Goose, as 
I foil rd out to my sorrow. 
“The first two or three days we se­ 
cured a big batch of fresh eggs,but after 
that the ‘find’ began to dwindle down so 
fast that I determined to make a per­ 
sonal Investigation, 
I went down to 
the river bottom next day and found 
that instead of being off attending to 
business, all the geese which were not 
sitting had ‘flocked* and were roving 
about feeding, just as if they never ex­ 
pected to lay another egg. 
When I ap­ 
proached them, 
instead of running 
away they all sat down and began to 
hiss ct me. 
“It v as a clear case of strike and I 
was at a loss to know how to settle the 
trouble. 
I tried putting half a dozen 
porcelain eggs in each nest, but it would 
not work. 
The geese came up, eyed 
them solemnly and walked off. Then, 
in despar, I told the boys to put the 
eggs we had gathered back and see if it 
would break the strike. 
“Well, sir, inside of two hours after 
ahe eggs were returned every goose was 
back on her nest, and for the next four 
or five days there were more eggs laid 
on the Floyd ranch than there had been 
before in years, but I dare not under­ 
take to fill the egg order.”
